by the State Bank Commissioners relative to the savings mad 


' in New Hampshire the past year, and in the last ten years, nv 


Surprising and highly gratifying. They show that in spite o 
conditions not of the best the people of-the state have save 
steadily and substantially, and the record is one. for ever, 
citizen to be proud of. 


.According to the figures, there was a gain of over $4,000, 


000 in deposits in savings banks and trust companies duriii, 
the year .ending June 30 last, the total deposits being mor 
than $143,000,000,.while the total number of depositors i 
297,491, or nearly half the population of the slate. Furthe 
gratifying facts are that in the last ten years savings have in 
creased $50,000,000, and there has not been a savings bank 
failure in. the state in the last.twetiiy years. Building'and loai 
associations have largely increased their assets iivthe past yea 
and the figures'show that there has been much prosperity ii 
New Hampshire at 'a time when it- was felt that finanda 
progress was hardly to. be expected. 


v,The people of the state have a rightto feel proud of thi 
showing. H is altogether to their credit that '.hey have beei 
able to pile up these substantial savings under the conditions 
that haye prevailed. The'state has not been free from labo 
troubles nor from the 'effects of other conditions which have 
checked business in many'quarters,-but in spite of it ali (hi 
fanners and industrial workers have done the best they could 
and the bank recorcls;show?lhat not all of their money has beer 
frittered away. On the contrary, they have made good use o. 
ihe proverbial "slocking" and have something to show for 
their labor and their thrift.
